Pay Off For Reo winter-long tests of Reo's "Eager Beaver" that in late 
June $25-million was added to the backlog of $3l-million 
in contracts signed in June, 1949. The Beaver is a 
2%-ton 6 by 6 truck. Total contract: $5-million. 

Further, Reo will supply Studebaker with 145 hp 

Gold Comet engines, sheet metal and parts for 4,000 
trucks which Studebaker is turning out for Army 
ordnance. New contracts for Reo will bring total 
number of Army units to 9,000. 








Fringes Up! Health and welfare benefits were the principal 
fringes appearing in 1950 first quarter contracts, 
reports the ATA. Sixty-four per cent of the total 
number of agreements were effective for two or more 
years. 

Wage increases granted during this period averaged 
-073 cents per hour and .002 per mile. The increases 
during the first quarter of this year were .047 cents 
per hour below the 12 cents per hour average raises 
granted during the last quarter of 1949. 











Coming Down— A reduction in excise taxes on tires, tubes, parts 

Maybe? and accessories has been approved by the House of 
Representatives Ways and Means Committee. It provides 
for an over-all reduction of more than $l-billion in 
all excise levies. 

Specifically, these reductions are: from 5 to 3-3/4 
per cent of factory value on parts and accessories; 
from 5 to 3-3/4 cents a pound on tires and from 9 to 
6-3/4 cents a pound on tubes. It's about time.

“Gypsies?” 
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Traffic problem across the United States is getting 
worse! And every time a truck is delayed in traffic, 
money is lost. 

Both the New York and the New Jersey Motor Truck 
Associations have asked their members to help in a new 
plan to ease traffic through the Holland and Lincoln 
tunnels. Truckers were asked to have trucks at the 
New Jersey side before 8 am ... the New York side 
before 5 pm. 

The condition at these tunnels, which has always 
been bad, was brought to a head by the increased number 
of passenger vehicles using the facilities between 8 
and 9:30 am and 5 and 6:30 pm. Plans are underway to 
expand tunnel facilities. But when? 





Senate Judiciary Committee wants to know if 
"unlawful manipulations" have entered into increased 
gasoline prices. 

It's up to the Senate Rules Committee to approve 
the $50,000 Chairman Pat McCarran (D-Nev.) wants for 
this little side-snoop. Resolution to investigate 
authorizes the committee to determine whether the 
pattern of retail price increases in the petroleum 
industry the past five years "smells bad" == also to 
decide whether the anti-trust laws should be tinkered 
to "remedy any unwholesome practices ......" 











Forty-second Annual Governors' Conference at White 
Sulphur Springs late in June politely side-stepped 
suggestion of AASHO for a moratorium on increases on 
motor vehicle sizes and weights and uniform adoption 
by all states of AASHO sizes and weight code. 

ATA's Transport Topics pats ‘em on the back for 
ignoring the reports finding that "... highway officials 
and other experts ... give little weight to claims of 
extensive damage from soil and climatic factors. 

The evidence is overwhelming of damage inflicted by 
excesSive vehicular loads." 

Transport Topics says this opinion was garnered in 
a “loaded question" sent by the Council of State 
Governments to state highway officials. " Are over- 
loaded trucks severely damaging highways in your state?" 

The ATA has been on record for some time against 
overloading ... but says it has never been proven 
finally just what a properly constructed road will bear 
in punishment.

More Oranges 
On Trucks 


Oh, Governor! 
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or producer moving to primary markets, was urged by 
five truck operators in recent testimony before a Senate 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce subcommittee. 

Each said that under the present exemption in the 
Motor Carrier Act, there has been a big growth in the 
number of trucks used by individuals and, in some cases, 
by companies to haul "exempt commodities." 

Said Vice-President P. M. Greenberg, Warner Trans- 
portation Co.: "If the situation gets any worse ... 
established carriers, in order to maintain the service 
which they are obligated to maintain ... will have to 
raise their rates to off-set the resulting losses." 


American Trucking Associations has urged Congress 
to "streamline" federal regulation of transportation. 

How to do it <= 

1. Scrap ICC and other agencies now 
regulating transportation. 

2. Create a Federal Transportation 
Commission. 

Edgar S. Idol, general counsel, told a Senate 
subcommittee the new Commission should consist of nine 
members appointed for life ... a chairman named by the 
president. 

Suggested, too, formation of eight regional com- 
missions of three members each. Under Secretary of 
Commerce for Transportation to be principal administra- 
tive officer. 








The breakfast table is doing things to Florida rail 
transportation. 

About 2,800 carloads of oranges from Florida to 
nine large markets shifted from rails to truck and boat 
in 1949, says Donald E. Church, Department of Agricul- 
ture's transportation economist. That cut rail revenues 
about $1,250,000. Rail shipment of oranges also showed 
a general decline. Total unloads, rails 10,459, trucks, 
5,282 -= diversion from rail to truck, 2,455 -- to 
boats, 347.

Thomas, 38, kisses his wife and two daughters good- 
bye and goes to work. 

An hour later he’s easing 40,000 pounds of truck and 
cargo onto U.S. 70 at the northern outskirts of Bur- 
lington, N.C. And by 8 a.m. the next day Thomas is 
backing up to a loading dock in Washington, D.C., 
about 300 miles from home. 

For the twice weekly round trip, Thomas averages 
$73 a week before taxes. He is paid $31.50 for each 
round trip. Extras for picking up or dropping off trail- 
ers enroute make up the difference. Normally, his work 
week comes to 40 hours. 

Thomas has been in trucking eighteen years, first 
driving new car delivery rigs, then going to work for 
Barnwell Brothers, a Burlington transit firm. His pres- 
ent boss is Associated Transport, Inc., which absorbed 
Barnwell. 

The Thomases live in a white frame bungalow of 
five rooms on a corner lot 50 by 150 feet, in Burling- 
ton. It’s about fifteen blocks from the Associated ter- 
minal, where Grayson’s run begins. 

He bought the house in 1940 for $2,850, paying 
$850 down. He’s been paying $16.88 a month against 
the mortgage and will soon be able to flip it in a 
wastebasket. 
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Grayson Thomas has been driving a truck for 18 
years. In 1948, he was national roadeo champ, tractor 
semi-trailer class, and received a Ford as prize. 


Grayson and his wife, Dora, have been married 17 
years. Their children are Barbara Ann, 13, and Billie 
Gray, 10. Barbara Ann is in the seventh grade— Billie, 
the fourth. Both youngsters are taking piano lessons 
and participate in Girl Scout work. 

Of their father’s weekly pay, the Federal Income 
Tax takes $3 and food accounts for $28. Mrs. Thomas 
spends $16 for groceries and her husband puts out 
another $12 for meals on the road. 

The electric bill for a month comes to $6.75. The 
water bill is $1.05. 

After all these basic items are figured out for a 
week, the Thomases have $36.31 left over. 

The family owns a 1949 Ford, which Grayson re- 
ceived as a gift for winning the 1948 truck Roadeo. 
He was national champion tractor semi-trailer driver 
in 1948 and fleet champion for Associated Transport 
in the same class last year. 

On the Washington run his cargo is apt to be 
cigarettes, textiles or hosiery. Arriving at the capital, 
Thomas has breakfast and goes to bed in a company 
dormitory. He starts the return trip about 9 p.m. of 
the day he arrives. 

With two such stints a week, Thomas has consider- 
able time at home. He spends a good part of it fishing, 
puttering around his home or caring for his three dogs.

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Well-furnished Miville apartment is on the first floor

Fon TWENTY YEARS Ted Miville has been driving ex- 
press transports between Ottawa and Montreal. He 
averages 45 hours a week behind the wheel of a truck 
owned by the Montreal-Hull Transport Co. Ted also 
works 10 hours a week at the company garage. 

For his work he gets $40.58 per week plus a bonus 
of $13.53 at the end of each month. His weekly earn- 
ings average $43.52 and his hourly earnings $0.791 
Larger trucking companies in Canada are unionized 
The dominant union in the field is the Canadian 
Brotherhood of Railway Employees and other Trans- 
port Workers. Wages vary in unionized companies 
from $0.72 to $0.99 an hour for a 45-hour week. So 
Ted’s wages are not out of line with those of union 
employees. 

He likes working for a small, nine-driver company 
He gets on well with the owners and has no desire to 
switch to a larger operator. 

The Mivilles, married 11 years, find it difficult to 
make ends meet. With butter at $0.57 a lb and bread 
selling at $0.14 a loaf, Mrs. Miville finds that she has 
to stretch the $16 allocated weekly for food. Extra 
meals which Ted buys on the road bring the food bill 
up to $21.64. Government allowances for the two chil- 
dren supplement Ted’s earnings by $11 a month. 

Their first floor apartment is an old red brick build 
ing. The walls are heaving, but the rooms are well 
furnished. A large console radio-phonograph domi- 
nates one corner of the small living room. In her 
kitchen, Mrs. Miville uses an electric iron and an elec- 
tric washer, but she has to heat water on her range 
There is no furnace or bath, and the entire apartment 
is heated by the kitchen stove. 

In politics Ted is stoical. He shrugs his shoulders 
philosophically: “We take it as it comes.’ 

His eyes gleam when he attempts to describe what 
driving means to him. He gets embarrassed and mut- 
ters: “It's my life.” His wife, Marie, is in perfect agree- 
ment. Last month on his birthday, she bought him a 
record, “Life on the Open Road.”

Lire yieLps little luxury for 40-year-old Wally 
Parker who has “been on the road” for 20 years now. 
His w eekly earnings of $26.61 are all spent by the time 
next pay-day comes round. Still, Wally and his wife 
and five children get along without going into debt. 
Independence and pride are enough. 

With so many growing children, Mr. and Mrs. 
Parker can’t save anything. They can’t afford a radio 
or electrical equipment for the home. About four 
vears ago, he added his name to the long list of the 
London County Council of those requiring a larger 
Hat. He’s still waiting but doesn’t hold much hope of 
vetting one just yet. 

Wally hasn't any hobbies apart from playing with 
his children or taking them for an airing when he has 
in hour or two to spare. This isn’t very often for he 
normally works six full days a week from 7 a.m, to 
8 p.m. More often than not he gets extra odd jobs 
on Sunday as well, because he can’t keep his family 
on the straight-time (44-hour week) income. 

Wally has been with his present firm, Mason Bros., 
Cudworth, Yorks., for 16 years and likes his job. Like 
most truckers, Wally belongs to the Transport and 
General Workers’ Union, and pays the $0.15 weekly 
dues which covers insurance, sickness, convalescence, 
accidents and strikes. Even more important to Wally 
than these benefits is the fact that, wearing the union’s 
badge, he can always get on with his job, load his 
truck and be off quickly “if there’s any union trouble 
brewing.” 

Fundamentally, Wally is a Socialist. However, he’s 
definitely against nationalization which, he says cuts 
down the working and earning hours of the individual 
in order to reduce unemployment. Before the war, he 
maintains, only one man was used for the same 

imount of work for which now, under nationalization, 


three are enlisted. “There’s no future in nationaliza- 
tion,” Wally says, “but if they go on with it, I want 
shorter straight-time hours so that | have more time to 
go after extra work.” 
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Only three of the five Parker children live with them 
in their two-room apartment. Lack of space forced 
them to ask relatives to care for the older children. 





Wally works 62.5 hours a week at an hourly rate of 
$0.37. Little is left of his weekly salary of $26.61 
to cover expenses involved in raising five children.

Loecenvert VAN DER VELDE is a nice looking, neatly 
dressed fellow with a ready smile. He 
pretty wife, and their 8-year-old daughter Mia live 
with Mrs. Van der Velde’s parents because they have 
been unable to find a house since 1940. The house is 
centuries old, with tiny rooms, coal stoves, no hot 
water, but cosily furnished. 

He and his family look well-fed and satisfied. How- 
ever, if he was not away 10 days out of every 14 and 
if they did not live with in-laws, Mrs. Van der Velde 
would have to get a job to meet expenses 

Van der Velde’s job takes him to Austria. He drives 
to Vienna in 60 hours including two nights’ rest. He 
considers working conditions very satisfactory. He 
likes his three-day paid vacation after every foreign 
trip. Every year he gets two weeks paid vacation. He 
participates in a pension plan (15 per cent of his 
wages being paid jointly by him and his employer 
and he is state insured against sickness and accidents 

He drives a U.S., 10-ton Mack truck with a 7- to 
10-ton trailer. He is immensely satisfied with his Mack 
which has seldom failed him. His truck is now five 
years old and has run 100,000 miles with only an

engine overhaul. 

Van der Velde is a member of the N. V. V., th 
socialistic trade union. He is not an active politician 
He detests any form of state socialism and is flatly 
opposed to nationalization of industries. Van det 
Velde has no definite opinion about the future, but 
thinks Europe is living on a volcano 

Mrs. Van der Velde is not a complaining person, but 
she has difficulties in making both ends meet. She 
tries to save guilders but weekly expenses are too high 
to save much. This is discouraging because she'd like 
to give her daughter a good education. The family 
likes good food and, though rationing has been abol- 
ished, meat and other foodstuffs are expensive. So, 
little money remains for pleasure. 
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Stocky Joseph Petit (left) and his partner, Robert Buchet, drive for Messageries Routieres, Paris. 


Josern Petir AND Rosert Bucuet divide their time 
equally between wine and the stage. 

During the winter, they trundle stage sets from 
Paris to Madrid and back. In the summer, they dis- 
tribute wine to Lille, Roubaix, Tourcoing, and Ar- 
mentieres. 

Sometimes they get tired of seeing the same plays 
over and over, but otherwise they like their jobs. They 
drive for the Messageries Routieres, Paris, which oper- 
ates 20 trucks in the 12 to 15-ton class, an average 
sized French long distance fleet. 

Joseph Petit is 36, tubby but powerful. Twinkling 
blue eyes in an egg-shaped head give him the air of 
a good natured Humpty Dumpty. He’s been pushing 
a truck since the age of 18. He’s married and has two 
children: a boy, 3, and a girl, 1. 

The Petits live in a gloomy four-room, fifth floor, 
walk-up apartment in Clichy, one of the poorer Paris 
suburbs. It is heated by a coal stove and contains no 
electric appliances except a battered radio. Madame 
Petit cooks on a two-burner gas range. 

Joseph was middleweight boxing champion of the 
French Army but he gave up fighting when he got 
married. Shrunken real income and growing family 
now limit his entertainment to an occasional movie. 

He is disgusted with politics and belongs to no po- 
litical party. He calculates he could buy 35 per cent 
more with his wages before the post-war inflation. He 
is convinced that wage earners like himself are carry- 
ing an unjustly large slice of the national tax burden. 
He's too independent to be a Communist, but he’s ac- 
tive in the independent French national truck drivers’ 
union. 

Before the war, Joseph had the capitalistic ambition 
of saving enough money to buy his own truck. The 
war and postwar inflation ended this dream. His 
hopes for the future now center on his son. Joseph 
hopes he'll drive a truck too.

Russians are suspicious of cargo westbound from Ber- 
lin and Ott has to be smart to get through check 
points. Texas humor, learned while a POW, helps. 


Hans Ort is very much involved in the “cold war.” 
Once a week he makes a run from Frankfurt through 
the “iron curtain” to Berlin, driving a five-ton M.A.N. 
diesel truck with trailer. A Berlin run often means 
many hours of anxiety back in Frankfurt for Frau Ott 
and the two children. 

Once Ott was held up at the Helmstedt check 
point for three days. The “iron curtain” run holds 
no terror for stocky, blue-eyed, trim-moustached 
Hans Ott. He likes the challenge of it. 

Ott, driving for a general transport firm, works fo 
a weekly wage of $18.80. He gets neither overtime nor 
a bonus for the Berlin runs. The Otts could get along 
on Hans’ pay. However, Frau Ott has an office job 
which nets $9.52 a week. All she earns goes to pay 
off the debt incurred by reconditioning their flat. 

The Ott flat consists of three rooms, a kitchen and 
toilet but no bath facilities. One of the three rooms 
hasn't been reconditioned and isn’t used. 

Ott thinks life in western Germany is pretty good 
now. The days of the black market are past. Clothes 
and household items can be purchased again but 
prices are high. 

That Ott doesn’t belong to a union isn’t surprising. 
He is an individualist and when he has a gripe he be- 
lieves in going direct to the boss. 

German trade unions have less impact on day by 
day employer-employee relations than in the U.S. For 
example, in factories collective bargaining is done by 
work councils. Thus membership is less of a compel- 
ling factor. 

Ott shares the unfortunate German “what's the use” 
attitude toward all political questions. 


Material and labor to rebuild their 3-room flat in a bombed out building has cost 


the Ort’s $800. They won't pay any rent until the cost of rehabilitation is amortized.

Bear JOHANNESSON lives like many of Sweden's 
wage earners—in one room and a kitchen. But the 
apartment is neat and shipshape, despite two small 
boys, Leif, 5% and Tommy, 1% years. 

The Johannessons live a quiet homelife. The cost of 
living and the long hours Bertil works, give them 
little choice. In winter, the movies are their chief en- 
tertainment. In summer, they often cycle* to a se- 
cluded picnic spot. During his 14-day paid vacation 
the family visits with his parents at a seaside town. 

They would like a larger apartment. However, rent 
controls and government housing subsidies have 
stepped up demand for space beyond output. 

Bertil Johannesson is not interested in politics. He 
is happiest on the job and he likes his working condi- 
tions. Drivers for Lemnells Express AB alternate be- 
tween long distance and local trucking with two or 
three long trips a week. For such a trip, Johannesson 
parks the loaded truck outside his home at night, sets 
off at 3 a.m., arrives at 7 a.m., puts in an 8% hour day 
at destination delivering and loading, and gets back 
home around 10 p.m. 

While earnings have been good, Johannesson has 
been putting a little aside. He has two life insurance 
policies. Also, he has extra sickness insurance which 
pays two-thirds of the doctor’s fee and $5.60 a day in 
case of illness. 

Bertil Johannesson views the future with confi- 
dence. If he had to stop driving, he and his family 
could get along on the straight $24.32 a week (na- 
tional average ) his firm pays. In addition to his nest 
egg, there are government pensions of $463.20 a year 
for married couples after 67.

S ice HE Was 12, Franco Luciani has done nothing 
but drive trucks—in peace and in war, over the 
parched Abyssinian “ambas,” across the Sahara desert 
and over the mountains and plains of Italy. 

Franco now lives with his wife and two children in 
a room which his in-laws have given him. He doesn't 
know when he will be able to afford an apartment. 

His weekly earnings amount ‘to $29.60, 50 per cent 
higher than ordinary workmen. To earn this he must 
be travelling all the time and his expenses amount to 
$16 weekly. What remains is barely sufficient to 
provide food for his wife, two children and in-laws. 
His father-in-law’s devalued pension barely pays the 
apartment rent. 

Franco knows he will not be able to continue driv- 
ing a truck for more than 10-12 years, but he is too 
much accustomed to the free life and is too proud of 
his truck to try to get other work. 

He knows that his position would be better if his 
firm would pay him the transfer allowance and over- 
time rates to which he is entitled under the terms of 
the national contract for his class of workers. This 
would give him $11.30 more weekly. 

But he does not think of asking his boss to respect 
the terms of the national contract because he is 
aware that a hundred other drivers would be satisfied 
with even less than he receives. 

In spite of this, Franco does not hope for a social 
upheaval. He simply hopes to live as he did before 
the war when life offered more than a daily struggle 
to meet the cost of food and clothing.

I GUESS MY WAGES and conditions will compare 
pretty well with those in most other countries,” said 
Frank Maguire, 42. Frank drives a dynamite truck for 
Thorntons, part of one of the biggest transport com- 
bines in South Africa. He’s had 10 years’ service with 
them, and drove a truck in the army for six years 
during the war. 

Frank’s base wage rate is $0.49 an hour. He works 
a 48-hour week, but averages about 25 hours over- 
time weekly. His weekly pay check is generally 
$47.60: $23.52 base pay, $18.37 overtime and $5.71 
made up of cost-of-living allowances and bonuses 

With rent at $7 a week and food costing $19.58 
a week, the Maguires usually have left over about

Davwp TayLor, known as “Bluey,” has been living 
in a truck cab for 19 of his 32 years. Since 1938, he 
has been with Yellow Express Carriers, Ltd. Last 
year, Bluey drove 43,000 miles with an average load 
of 12-15 tons. 

The official rate of pay under which Bluey works 
is based on the 20-ton capacity of the truck he 
drives. It works out at $23.35 per 40-hour week. This 
is about 50 per cent more than an adult unskilled 
worker earns. Actually, he gets this straight wage 
only when he has his two weeks’ annual vacation. 

Overtime work bumped up his earnings to $37.35 
weekly last year which is 60 per cent more than he 
would have made on straight time. He gets 50 per 
cent extra pay for each hour over 40 and 100 per 
cent for each hour over 44. 

Bluey has an attractive wife and two blond kids, 
aged 4% and 5%. They live in a clapboard cottage of 
four rooms shared with Mrs. Taylor’s parents and 
brother. The Taylors have a radio, an iron, a fan, 
and toaster but no big electric appliances. 

Without Bluey’s overtime earnings, there wouldn't 
be much left after basic expenditures are met. Rent, 
food and taxes take $18.64 weekly. 

Bluey belongs to the Transport Workers’ Union. 
The union is peaceful and there has not been a 
major strike since 1917. Bluey is not happy about the 
government change late last year which swept Labor 
out. Though he does not expect the Liberal govern- 
ment to do him any harm, he credits the Laborites 
with the good conditions he is now enjoying. 


































When prices come down, Bluey will buy a refriger- 
ator. He won’t borrow money to build a house be- 
cause he doesn’t know if high overtime rates will hold. 
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$20 a week. They own a refrigerator and radio, but 
no washing machine or car. They keep a servant, 
have a phone and their furniture is good and service- 
able. 

Frank, his wife, Kathleen, 40, and their son and 
daughter, Herbert Joseph, 19, and June Pamela, 16, 
live in a comfortable brick house in one of Johannes- 
burg’s eastern suburbs. They have three bedrooms, 
two living rooms, kitchen, pantry, bathroom and out- 
buildings as well as a k acre of garden. 

Mrs. Maguire earns $14 a week working in a 
confectionery store. Herbert has followed in father’s 
footsteps and drives a local truck for a furnishing 
company. He gets $22.40 a week. June has been a 
shorthand-typist since shé left school and contrib- 
utes $14 a week to the family income. 


Although his trips to the gold coast areas sometimes 
start at midnight, Frank is quite happy. His major 
grouse about long trips is road and headlight glare. 
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Frank says his working conditions are very good 
and that the only thing that would ever cause him 
to change his job would be more money and in- 
creased security. 

He belongs to the South African Motor Transport 
Workers’ Union and appears to favor the Labor 
government although he said he preferred to keep 
his political convictions to himself. 
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Former Russian POW in Siberia, Takagi has no love 
for Reds but thinks the Japanese Communists make a 
lot of sense in their criticism of government policy. 


How truck drivers live

Jests S. Perez averages 55.4 hours a week behind 
the wheel of a diesel Fiat, hauling 16 tons of fuel 
oil back and forth across Argentina. Each week he 
pockets $30.94 and each week he spends just about 
that much in feeding, clothing and housing himself, 
his handsome wife Maria and his six-year-old son, 
Fernando. 

Because Maria is a good manager, there are a 
“few pesos to save” every month. They come from 
the $16.88 she is allotted for food and household 
upkeep. A movie once a fortnight or a trip to an 
amusement center can wipe out the margin for 
saving in their budget. 

There is an annual windfall of a month’s salary 
every December due under a decree issued by 
Colonel Juan Peron in 1945 when he was secretary 
of labor. The Perezes hate to think what an illness 
would mean and don't like to mention the “touch of 
liver” which the constant battering has given Jesus. 

However, he is better off than most of his fellows. 
His firm pays his income tax and his pension-fund 
contribution. In addition, the expense and lunch 
money he gets when he is on the road are net. 

In a country where criticism of official policy is 
regarded as “defamation of the president” and spells 
jail, Perez prefers to remain silent. He would, he 
admits, like to see money worth what it used to be. 

But Jesus is by no means an unhappy man. He 
could hardly be with his fine family and comfort- 
able house. In the neat workers’ section, the family 
has two bedrooms plus a combined living-dining 
room and a kitchen and a bath which Jesus has 
modernized.

Besides Takagi likes his job. It has some variety.

He can’t look into the future. It’s impossible to 
save money on his weekly salary of $11.83. Food, 
shelter and taxes eat up all but $2.17. That sum 
disappears for clothing, school expenses, an occa- 
sional toy for the children.

were at the beginning: broke but alive. 

Takagi doesn’t want anything more to do with Rus- 
sians. But he believes that the Japanese Communists 
make a lot of sense in their criticism of government 
policy. He didn't vote in the last Diet election because 
he was on the road. And he wouldn't know whom to 
vote for. 

Takagi says his union is a good thing. At present, 
it is still unaffiliated but it has had strength enough 
to protect some of his interests. Until recently drivers 
received no more pay than their helpers. Takagi 
gives the union credit for obtaining a pay increase 
for drivers who bear all the responsibility and do 
most of the work. 

Living is not as difficult as it was two and one- 
half years ago when Takagi came back from Siberia. 
Food supplies are much improved. Prices have in- 
creased little if any in recent months. He and his 
family look plump and well fed. They appear better 
off than similar families elsewhere in Asia. 

Although he claims he has had enough of military 
life, one can see that he occasionally suffers pangs 
of nostalgia for the old days and the “face” gained 
by chauffering Captain Togo to important Imperial 
Navy conferences.

W ann Lorres drives for Coca-Cola, out of Rio. 
He’s not only a driver, he’s also a salesman. 

For the job of running his truck and selling to 
retailers on his route, he gets a weekly average 
salary of $27.74. In summer months, by selling more 
than his quota, he makes $3.46 extra each week. In 
winter, when beverage sales fall heavily even though 
it is not very cold, he rarely gets more than his fixed 
salary. 

“My wife,” he says, “knows how to make little 
economies, how to buy carefully. At the end of the 
week we usually have about $5.35 left over. But 
suppose my boy takes sick. Then, we go into debt.” 

Lopes’ home is a one-floor brick house: living 
room, two bedrooms, kitchen, bath and yard. The 
whole plot is 40 by 150 ft. Lopes pays $10.92 a 
week rent. He spends the same amount for food. 

To get to work, Lopes has to leave his house at 
about 4:30 a.m. and ride a couple of hours on street- 
cars. In his house, Lopes has an icebox and a U.S. 
oil stove for cooking. He has a medium-sized radio 
and an electric iron. He has no heating problem 
because it never gets really cold in Rio. 

He thinks the government has no business re- 
quiring him to belong to a government-sponsored 
labor union and docking him one day’s pay per year 
for his membership. He hasn’t much faith in the 
government's social security program to which he 
is obliged to give $6 a month. He knows that red 
tape and bungling are doing a lot to counter-balance 
the theoretically good results of the government's 
program.

Encarnacion and his wife, Consuelo, live with 
their two-year-old son and baby in a comfortable 
though austere second-floor apartment. For their 
apartment, consisting of kitchen, laundry, living room 
and two bedrooms, they have bought over a period of 
time a well-worn sofa, table radio, and kitchen stove, 
but have not yet been able to afford a refrigerator. 
Their pride is an electric mixer to make hot chili sauce. 

Though slight of stature, Encarnacion likes to eat 
well and his wife gets $13 a week to buy food 
and run the house. This is very generous by Mexican 
standards, but they can afford it. His wife shops 
frugally in the local street markets. 

Wages for truck drivers are above average Mexi- 
can wages because of the fairly strong union. This 
gives the truck driver a monthly wage of $175 to 
$185: equivalent to what many professional men 
are paid in Mexico and double the salary of a Uni- 
versity professor. 

There have been no strikes for three years and 
then the strike was only of a few hours duration. 
Each driver pays the union about $0.55 a month. 

Encarnacion is content in his work and is serving 
more and more as a master mechanic. He hopes in 
time to save enough money to open his own garage. 
Until then, he is a loyal and satisfied worker.

clock. Ward L. Bennett, superin- 
tendent of automotive equipment, 
has separated the continuous check- 
out inspections from the heavier in- 
spections, which he feels should be 
done without the pressure resulting 
from immediate truck departure. 

Out of the total of 766 revenue 
units that comprise the combined 
fleet, 325 are over-the-road trailers 
and 180 are over-the-road tractors. 
Every time any of these 505 units 
leave the Baltimore terminal they re- 
ceive a checkout inspection by a 
trained mechanical crew. The work 
is done in a three-bay shop with 
doors at both ends of each bay. One 
bay has a hoist so that unexpected 
trouble can be inspected at eye level. 
Gas pumps are located just outside 
the entrance doors. 

This shop has a minimum of 
equipment consisting largely of hand 
tools, lubricating equipment and a 
few jacks. Reason: there is no heavy 
work done there. Three shifts man 
the shop. Each foreman has his in- 
dividual stockroom which holds the 
requirements for one day’s work 
with a reasonable margin of safety.

Since so many research labora 
tories are devoting time to this new 
development, it must show promise 
of accomplishing new results, or of 
doing the job better than is being 
done by present devices.

Leaky Plugs 


Fouled spark plugs are a problem 
with the present ignition systems, 
particularly where the system must 
supply high voltages. Plug fouling 
is the accumulation of leakage paths 
between the electrodes of the spark 
plug. It is evident that as more and 
more paths are established across the 
spark gap, more of the electrical 
energy available will take those 
paths, rather than going through the 
spark gap. 

These paths are the result of oil 
that has found its way into the com- 
bustion chamber, and has become 
oxidized over the porcelain sleeve 
in the plug. They also may be due 
to a deposit of lead over that same 
surface. Lead is present in the form 
of tetraethyl lead in most fuels. Un- 
der certain conditions the lead may 
deposit, causing lead fouling. 

Lead fouling becomes more seri- 
ous in higher compression engines. 
This problem may reach alarming 
proportions if the higher octane re- 
quired for higher compression en- 
zines is achieved by the addition of 
more lead. The way the fouling af- 
fects ignition is not apparent from 
the parallel path concept.

to reduce noise. 

Unusual care has been taken to 
provide long valve life. The number 
of cylinder head studs have been in- 
creased from 28 on a previous com- 
parable engine to 32 on this one. 
This should reduce distortion and 
prevent any cylinder head and gasket 
distress. The exhaust valves are sodi- 
um cooled and fitted with a rotating 
device. The sodium filled stems 
should keep the valves well below 
the critical temperatures and the ro- 
taters keep the valves turning to pre- 
vent guttering. 

Tapped bosses are provided on the 
cylinder head so that accessories can 
be mounted without distorting the 
head or setting up unusual stresses. 

Connecting rods have the 35 deg. 
angle cap used on the larger Mack 
engines. The purpose of the angle 
is to distribute the load and relieve 
the connecting rod bolts from carry- 
ing the whole load. The flywheel 
overhang has been shortened to pre- 
vent wobble that can accompany out- 
board loads. A vibration dampener 
is provided on this engine. 

While the 377 cu. in. engine is 
rated at 140 hp at 2800 rmp it has 
produced 147 hp when turned up to 
3200 rpm. 

All three engines have seven bear- 
ing crankshafts and have Stellited ex- 
haust valve seat inserts. They are 
L-head and have a 6.7 to 1 compres- 
sion ratio. 

Single plate dry clutches are used 
throughout. The A-20H series has 
178 sq. in. of engagement area with 
the others having 202 sq. in. A choice 
of 4 or 5 speed Fuller transmissions 
are available in the A-20H and the 
\-30H while the A-40 series is 
equipped with a new Mack Mono- 
shift transmission. Drain plugs are 
magnetic to remove metal particles 
from circulation. 

Single reduction axles are stand- 
ard on the two smaller trucks with 
a two speed axle being offered as 
optional. A double reduction is avail- 
able on the A-40 series.

If your trucks go across state lines, 
the insurance company must file with 
the ICC a certificate which shows that 
it has insured your trucks against pub 
lic liability and property damage. This 
insurance policy must have an in 
dorsement making the insurance com- 
pany absolutely liable for all claims 
for which you are liable, even though 
the nature of the injury or liability 
is beyond the terms of the policy 
contract. In this respect. your Publie 
Liability and Property Damage 
policy guarantees your own financial 
solvency and ability to pay.

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Blast at Trucks 
By Ohio Official 


Stirs Speculation 


Members of the Ohio trucking indus- 
try are wondering whether State Audi- 
tor Joseph T. Ferguson, Ohio’s Demo- 
cratic nominee for U. S. Senator in the 
November election, is in the same line up 
with the railroad interests against them. 

Their speculation stems from a re- 
cent “anti-truck” statement issued by 
C. J. Doyle, an employee in Fergu- 
son’s office. 


Says Highways Damaged 


Doyle, recognized by newspapermen 
covering Ohio’s statehouse as Fergu- 
son’s official spokesman, writes a 
weekly political column which is syn- 
dicated to small Ohio newspapers un- 
der the heading “Capitol Close-ups.” 
Doyle wrote in a recent column: 

“Sooner or later the Ohio General 
Assembly will have to consider the 
problem of what to do about huge 
commercial freight trucks weighing up 
to 78,000 pounds which are permitted 
to roll over Ohio’s highways and by- 
ways for a total yearly cost of $512.50. 
Trucks with less than a maximum 
weight of 78,000 pounds loaded pay a 
proportionately smaller annual fee. 

“For this comparatively slight right- 
of-way expense, these huge tractor- 
trailer outfits haul millions of tons of 
commercial freight each year, crack- 
ing highways and weakening bridges, 
while the long suffering taxpayers pay 
the bill to keep the roads in repair. . 


Rails Held Victims 


“The problem of these commercial 
motorized freight haulers can hardly 
be considered without a comparison 
with their competitors, the railroads. 
While the public supports the road 
beds for the trucks, the railroads pur- 
chase and maintain their own right of 
ways in addition to paying millions of 
dollars in property taxes. 

“It is an unequal and unfair proposi- 
tion for the railroads to be forced to 
compete in rates with motorized haul- 
ers. But it is even a more unfair prop- 
osition for the public that is forced to 
subsidize to the tune of millions of 
dollars annually—the profitable truck- 
ing interests.”

Specially designed 4,200-gal welded tank built by Allyn Tank Lines Co. for 
24-hour-a-day haul between refineries and chemical firm in California. 


One of the most unusual and com- 
plicated tank-truck hauling jobs in the 
Los Angeles area got underway re- 
cently when the Allyn Tank Lines Co. 
began contract operations carrying 
dangerous hydrogen sulphide from two 
refineries to the General Chemical Co. 
plant. 

Inauguration of the 24-hour-a-day 
haul culminated almost two years of 
investigation and research conducted 
by Allyn Vice-president Bill Collinge, 
with the city health department, city 
and county fire departments, sheriff 
and police. 

Equipment is a_ specially-designed 
4,200-gal *46-in thick welded steel tank, 
mounted on a Fruehauf trailer and 
hauled by a DC100 Autocar tractor 
equipped with Cummins HRBB 175 hp 
diesel. 


Police Alerted 


As the rig began to roll, drivers, 
county fire stations along the route, 
district police and sheriff's offices were 
all equipped with pamphlets of instruc- 
tions. 

The cargo consists of hundreds of 
gallons daily of hydrogen sulphide 
bearing amine solution from the giant 
refinery stacks of the Wilshire Oil Co. 


plant, and those of the Union Oil Co., 
miles apart from each other. The so- 
lution is picked up from the refineries 
and delivered to the General Chemical 
Co., where the hydrogen sulphide is 
separated from the amine and the 
“stripped” amine is returned to the 
truck and carried back to the refin- 
eries.

Tank a Problem 


Collinge said design and specifica- 
tions for the tank were the biggest 
headache. Eventually a %e-in. thick 
welded tank with built-in vapor valves 
and other safety precautions was con- 
structed. The main danger is spilling 
the cargo in upset, collisions, or other 
accidents which might puncture or rip 
the tank. As finally designed, the tank 
eliminates this danger. 

The unit is painted a distinctive yel- 
low color and travels along strict pre- 
arranged routes under tight time sched- 
ules. Law enforcement agencies are 
instructed to observe closely the truck’s 
schedules and anticipate emergency ac- 
tion if schedules are broken.

LABOR ROUND-UP FROM WASHINGTON 





The four-year no-strike contract 
1,800 trucking firms in New York City 
signed with the Teamsters is part of 
a trend. With economic conditions 
more stable, both unions and employ- 
ers are accepting contracts of longer 
duration. 


General Motors’ five-year pact is 
an example. Since the war, two-year 
contracts have become more common 
than the one-year variety. Even the 
National Labor Relations Board is 
helping by refusing to let a raiding 
union upset a two-year contract until 
it expires. 


Adjustments during the life of these 
longer contracts will be made without 
strikes or lockouts. The New York 
trucking contract can be changed in 
two years by arbitration if not by 
agreement. At General Motors, wage 
rates will be regulated quarterly by 
cost of living changes. That’s aside 
from the 4 cents annual productivity 


boost. 


UAW-CIO chief Walter Reuther 
says the union will be “reasonable” 
with other employers. So it’s not likely 
he'll try to force all the General 
Motors terms on truck manufacturers. 
But he'll insist on the non-contribu- 
tory, funded pension of at least $100 
a month, 


Take a tip from the G.M. contract: 
besides an “iron-clad” no-strike clause, 
the company got a waiver from bar- 
gaining during the life of the contract 
on any subject covered, or not cov- 
ered, by it. Reason for the last point: 
NLRB is allowing unions to bargain 
at any time on any issue not covered 
by the contract.

Line-haul services of a railroad sub- 
sidiary are subject to the Taft-Hartley 
Law, not the Railway Labor Act. This 
is decided by the National Labor Re- 
lations Board in a case affecting 
Northern Pacific Transport Co. The 
Railway Act specifically exempts 
trucking subsidiaries, the Board says, 
so it has directed a bargaining elec- 
tion held for the Teamsters among 
employees other than those engaged 
in pick-up and delivery service. 





Trailmobile’s new Management has 
found a way to limit its liability for 
pension payments. It’s in a_ pension 
plan signed with the CIO Auto 
Workers. 


The truck trailer manufacturer has 
agreed to pay 6 cents an hour into a 
pension fund administered by a joint 
board. “Within funds available,” pen- 
sions of $100 a month, including 
Social Security, will be paid to em- 
ployees with 25 years service at age 
65. Any increase in the employer’s 
share of the Social Security tax will 
be deducted from the 6 cents, so that 
Trailmobile’s cost for pensions will re- 
main at 6 cents over a five-year period. 


The size of pension payments will 


fluctuate, below or above $100, as de- 
termined by the joint board on the 
basis of actuarial studies, experience 
and the condition of the pension fund. 
It’s anticipated, however, that pensions 
will increase as the government re- 
tirement benefit is liberalized. The 
plan goes into effect next Jan. 1.

A recent 
issue of I1.A.M.’s weekly newspaper de- 
voted two pages of pictures and cap- 
tions to the job its Local 447 is doing 
in New York. The Local’s selling 
point: 11 paid holidays, wages over 
$2 an hour and a union welfare plan. 





Operating tank trucks within a 
state, under an intrastate specialized 
motor carrier permit, doesn’t exempt 
you from the Taft-Hartley Law. Not 
if you are transporting oil that origi- 
nated outside the state, is destined for 
out-of-state shipment, and the service 
is for companies admittedly engaged 
in interstate commerce. 


For those reasons, NLRB heard un- 
fair labor practice charges against Ray 
Smith Transport Co., of Dallas, and 
ordered the company to reinstate, with 
back pay, six employees allegedly dis- 
charged because of activity in behalf of 
Dallas General Drivers Local 745.

The first five months of 1950 show 
that the larger manufacturers have 
reached or exceeded the half-way mark 
1949 production. Chevrolet, the 
leading producer showed 201,633 units, 
an increase of some 15,000 trucks over

the same period last year. Ford’s pro- 
duction of 32.906 vehicles in May 
brings their five-months total to 151,640. 
The figure will probably add 
another 32 thousand. Ford’s annual 
production for 1949 was 244,613 trucks. 

General Motors, which turned out a 
grand total of over 500 thousand trucks 
for all divisions during 1949 is again 
ahead with 264.561 trucks for the first 
five months of 1950 as compared with 
240.553 for the same period last year. 
Included in this figure is the produc- 
tion of 46.663 trucks by GMC, an in- 
crease of over 5 thousand units in 1949, 
GMC May production of 8,947 units 
will probably be exceeded when June 
figures are tallied.

Ford Says Sales 
Top All Records 


Ford truck sales for the first four 
months of 1950 set a new all-time rec- 
ord, and for April were at the second 
highest level in Ford history, the com- 
pany reported. 

\ total of 28,704 trucks were sold 
during April, compared with the pre- 
vious high of 29,415 in April, 1948, the 
company said. The record four-month 
truck sales total was 101,999 units, 
compared with 83,829 in 1948. 

Combined car and truck sales since 
January 1 totaled 490,322 units, a 20- 
year record. 
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Virginia Battle Renews Talk 
Of U.S. Crop Load Law 


Refusal by Virginia to relax her 
highway load limits at the height of 
the vegetable and fruit shipping season 
last month will result in higher prices 
for consumers and less money for farm- 
ers according to agricultural spokes- 
men. 

In addition, the Old Dominion’s ac- 
tion raised again the question of fed- 
eral regulation of truck loads of agri- 
cultural products in interstate com- 
merce. 

Growers Angry 

Georgia and Florida growers were 
bitter at the refusal of Virginia officials 
to ease the 50,000-pound gross limit 
for six weeks while Florida and 
Georgia products were going to mar- 
ket. A protest by spokesmen from 
shipper associations in these and other 
states failed to obtain relief. 

Actually, however, the crisis had 
been developing for months in one 
phase of the problem. 

That was in the Florida citrus con- 
centrate industry. The ICC in March 
forbade any expansion of trucking fa- 
cilities in this field. 


Only 138 Reefers 

When the shipping season arrived, 
according to Gordon Stedman of the 
Florida Growers and Shippers League, 
only 138 trucks were fitted with re- 
frigeration facilities. Railroads, he said, 
could carry only 60 per cent of the 
citrus concentrate output. 

Guy Jackson, director of marketing 
for Georgia’s Department of Agricul- 
ture, declared that Virginia’s load limit 
enforcement prevents truckers from 
making a fair return on the 50,000- 
pound limit, raises the price of food to 
northerners and lowers the price paid 
to larmers, 

“The people of the North and East 
may perish and the farmers of the 
South may go broke if the laws of Vir- 
ginia and Indiana continue to be bot- 
tlenecks on interstate shipments,” said 
Tom Linder, Georgia Agricultural Com- 
missioner. He said he believes the fed- 
eral government will have to establish 
uniform weight specifications to move 
interstate shipments of agricultural 
products. 


Virginia Limit Regulates 


As it is, commodities moving north 
from Florida are regulated by Vir- 
ginia’s 50,000-pound limit, even though 
Florida’s limit is 64,600 pounds, Geor- 
gia’s 53,900, North Carolina’s 58.€00 
and South Carolina’s 68,300. 
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“The situation has become such that 
the economic life of Florida is threat- 
ened,” according to E. T. Hamil, direc- 
tor of motor transportation of the Flor- 
ida Railroad and Public Utilities Com- 
mission. 

A delegation of shippers and growers 
met in Richmond with the Virginia 
State Reciprocity Board at which Sted- 
man outlined the problem as that of 
handling quickly the citrus concentrate 
output plus transportation of vegeta- 
bles and citrus fruits. The Virginia 
Highway Commissioner, held that the 
state’s roads were taking “a terrific 
beating.” 

A campaign against 
trucks began May 1 in Virginia. In 
eight days, about 500 drivers were ar- 
rested and fined. The campaign came 
to a climax when several hundred Flor- 
ida trucks were stopped at the Vir-

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Insurance Rates Set 


New High in N.Y.C. 


Local truckers in New York City 
have the unenviable distinction of pay- 
ing the highest insurance rate in the 
nation, as a result of a general state- 
wide boost in liability and property 
damage rates. 

The State Insurance Department said 
that the new record premiums in Man- 
hattan, the Bronx and Brooklyn re- 
flected the highest accident frequency 
in the country. The department also 
observed that the three boroughs have 
“the greatest claim-conscious motorists 
in the world.” 

In class 5CA, which covers most of 
the city’s lighter trucks, the rate for 
minimum liability and property dam- 
age coverage rose from $155 to $175 
a year in three of the city’s five bor- 
oughs. Private passenger car rates also 
rose to record highs in Manhattan, the 
Bronx and Brooklyn. Over-the-road 
fleets come under different categories.

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Tonnage at Record 
High for Quarter 


Intercity tonnage transported by 
Class I motor carriers established an 
all-time record for the first quarter this 
year, according to the research depart- 
ment of the American Trucking Asso- 
ciations, Inc. 

The tonnage climbed 19.1 percent. 
Altogether, 1,413 intercity carriers 
hauled 41,230,080 tons of freight as 
compared to 34,622,399 tons in the 
same period of 1949. 

ATA’s truck loading index for the 
first quarter, using the like quarter of 
1941 as 100, rose to a record mark of 
217. The previous high, established 
last year, was 182. 

For the first time since 1947 all 
regions showed increases for the first 
quarter as compared to the same period 
of the previous year. The increases 
ranged from a low of 1.1 per cent in 
the Pacific region to 30.5 per cent in 
the Southwest. Other increases were 
New England 17.4 per cent; Middle 
Atlantic 18.7 per cent; Central 22.8 per 
cent; Southern 25.8 per cent; North- 
western 15.1 per cent; Midwest 18.1 
per cent; and Rocky Mountain 9.7 per 
cent.

That farmers, private business con- 
cerns, city buses, city street flushers, 
garbage trucks, meat delivery trucks 
and others like them, often carry loads 
in excess of the 18,000 pound limit the 
railroads would have imposed on the 
industry. 

That the railroads themselves operate 
about 100,000 trucks, including some 
of the largest in the world, and would 
operate a lot more except 
afraid of Federal anti-trust action, 

That people use trucks 

. [truck] transportation is flexible, 
personalized, and specialized 

He claimed that “truck service is as 
different from rail service as radio and 
television.” 

John V. Lawrence, ATA, said that in 
fact truck competition has been good 
for the railroads by forcing the rails, 
through competition, to give the public 
better service. He urged rejection of 
the railroad request to be allowed to 
operate more trucks. He argued that 
otherwise the country would end up 
with a freight transportation monopoly.

Conn. Starts Drive 
On Bootleg Oil 


Cornelius F. Mulvihill, Connecticut 
motor vehicles commissioner, has an- 
nounced a state-wide campaign against 
“bootlegging” of furnace oils to power 
diesel trucks. 

He said the state is “being cheated” 
of thousands of dollars in fuel taxes 
monthly by unlicensed peddlers oper- 
ating fuel supply trucks in the state. 

“These peddlers sell furnace oils to 
diesel truck operators without charg- 
ing the required 4 cent state tax. The 
peddlers buy the fuel at bulk storage 
tanks, then wait for calls to deliver 
the fuel to trucks on the roadway,” the 
commissioner explained. 

lhe commissioner likened the illegal 
practices to the prohibition era, when 
alcoholic liquors were sold by boot- 
leggers. In some cases. there even are 
“speakeasies” where truck operators 
can make arrangements to meet the 
bootlegging peddlers, he said. 

Mulvihill explained that “the boot- 
legger has bought the fuel for about 
10 or 11 cents a gallon. He thus can 
afford to sell it at a good profit, with- 
out the required 4 cent tax and without 
the necessary overhead required by a 
legitimate dealer.

The stock is replaced by requisition 
from the main stockroom each day. 

One crew consisting of a leading 
mechanic, a mechanic, a tire man and 
a gasoline pump man reports at 5 
p.m. These men check out the over- 
the-road vehicles using a check sheet. 

At 1 a.m. another crew reports and 
starts making the regular A inspec- 
tions of the local pickup and deliv- 
ery trucks which serve Baltimore. 
Along towards the end of their shift 
they handle driver complaints on the 
incoming over-the-road vehicles and 
time permitting they make A inspec- 
tions on these road vehicles. There 
are three mechanics, a_ lubrication 
man and a man to operate the gas 
pumps on this shift. 


Main Shop Nearby 


The third crew starts work at 8 
a.m. and devotes its time to making 
scheduled trailer inspections accord- 
ing to a trailer inspection sheet, and 
doing other service work on trailers 
that might be indicated. 

Almost 100 yards away is the main 
shop where all of the B and C in- 
spections take place. These inspec- 
tions are scheduled into the shop on 
a time basis and are very thorough. 
They are done with a check sheet 
which is signed by the mechanic in 
the normal way. Bennett and Mau- 
rice Ensor, superintendent of the 
Baltimore shops, have devoted a 
great deal of effort to channeling re- 
placement of parts or units into in- 
spections. They figure it is costly to 
have a truck in the shop between in- 
spections and they have been very 
successful analyzing their mainte- 
nance sufficiently to make most of 
their guesses right. 

Jethroe Walford, foreman of the 
motor shop, and his mechanics take 
a great deal of pride in the inspec- 
tion phase of their work. They have 
carried out the inspections in a man- 
ner that has contributed to keeping 
trucks on the road. 

Newer and better truck equipment 
has reduced the cost of inspections. 
Where local trucks used to get alter- 
nate A and B inspections they now 
vet three A inspections to a B inspec- 

ion. The time interval is six weeks, 
n average of 1,000 miles. Over-the-

The main shop has a great deal of 
heavy equipment ranging from a 
chassis dynamometer to a hoist. Work 
is highly departmentalized. For in- 
stance, the inspecting mechanic does 
not check spark plugs. He simply 
removes them and takes them to the 
unit room where electrical equip- 
ment, carburetors and fuel pumps

are checked and overhauled. Here he 
is given a replacement set that has 
been checked by the specialist. 

The unit room is fully equipped 
with lathe, analyzing equipment and 
test units for carburetor and fuel 
pump.

ment basis. Rebuilt units are kept 
in the stockroom where there is a 
substantial inventory of parts and 
supplies. There has been a sharp re- 
duction over the days of war born 
shortages when fleet operators kept 
large inventories as insurance. Dur- 


ing those days the value of the stuff 
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in the stockroom was considerably 
larger. 

In the trailer section of the main- 
tenance shop the emergency relay 
valves of the air brakes are tested. 
This same equipment can be used to 
test any part of the system. It con- 
sists of an air reservoir with valves 
and gages to regulate pressure. Lines 
to connect to the trailer are also con- 
nected to accurate air gages so that 
pressure drop can be determined. 
The usual allowance is 2 lb through 











the emergency relay valve. 

The loading platorm has a nice 
touch developed by the superintend- 
ent. It is a loading ramp which is 
used instead of a skid plate. Made 
of 114 in hickory, it is framed by 
21% x 3/16 in angle iron, plated at 
both toe and heel and piano-hinged 
to the platform. When not in use it 
is moved to a vertical position where 
a spring loaded latch engages in a 
guide on the right hand side. On the 
other side there is a swinging leg 
just in case some one gets careless 
and lets it fall. Instead of going all 
the way down with consequent dam- 
age, it stops in an approximately 
horizontal position.

Inspection of Equipment 


One factor in maintaining our 
vehicles in safe and serviceable con- 
dition, and in placing the responsi- 
bility for misuse, is our “chauffeur’s 
truck inspection report,’ which is 
filled out daily by each driver before 
he leaves the plant and after he fin- 
ishes his trip. 

This report is divided in half. On 
one side the driver marks in his truck 
number, route, date and speedometer 
reading. After his trip, he records 
his speedometer reading again. The 
driver checks his truck before pull- 
ing out to see if there is any damage 
to fenders, bumpers, body, head- 
lights, doors, roof and other places. 
lhese are checked off on the report. 
If he finds them, it is brought to the 
attention of the garage foreman who 
countersigns the report to verify that 
they were not done by the driver. 

On returning to the plant, the 
lriver fills in any repairs or adjust- 
ments that he feels are necessary for 
proper truck service. It is a conven-

The most important part of our 
safety program is the selection of the 
man to drive the truck. It has been 
said, and we have found it to be true, 
that 75 per cent of the solution to a 
safety problem is finding the right 
man to do the job. In selecting driv- 
ers we give special consideration to: 
Previous safe driving record. 
Good character. 

Sound Judgment. 
Reliability. 


The personnel department sends 
an applicant to me for questioning 
about his driving capabilities. He is 
interviewed for his previous driving 
experience, the number of years he 
has driven, the number of accidents 
in which he was involved. We check 
further with the commissioner of mo- 
tor vehicles, the police department, 
his references, former working con- 
nections and individuals that know 
the applicant. 

Then the applicant is given a writ- 
ten examination. This is a “trafhic 
driving knowledge test” to determine 
his aptitude and knowledge of the 
driving laws and the rules of the 
highway. If he passes, he is given a 
“driving or road test” which covers 
a predetermined route of five miles 
or more through heavy traflic involv- 
ing practically all kinds of trafhc 
hazards. This test is made under the 
supervision of a route supervisor, 
using a score sheet especially pre- 
pared for this purpose. (This road 
test is based on material of the In- 
stitute of Public Safety and the 
American Automobile Association. ) 

He is then given a physical exami- 
nation and eye test using a telebi- 
nocular instrument for the eye ex- 
amination. He is then assigned to a 
truck with a regular driver for a 10- 
day probationary period. This driver 
reports the applicant’s capabilities. 


Training of Drivers 


If the applicant passes our tests 
ind is accepted, he is required to at- 
tend a chauffeur’s training and orien- 
tation conference. Part of this con- 
erence consists of a lecture by the 
rafic manager on the care and han- 
lling of our trucks, company rules, 
~afety regulations and traffic laws, 
ind a movie on “Highway Safety.”

sion: (1) you should operate a fleet 
of over 35 rigs to make conversion 
and high bulk storage installation 
costs pay off; (2) if your operation 
is far-flung, requiring many storage 
depots widely scattered, you prob- 
ably can’t come out ahead on LP-gas 
installations. 

The cost of a 5000-gal storage 
and dispensing facility, above-ground 
tanks, runs anywhere from $6,000 to 
$9,000. Obviously. only a few trucks 
working off such a facility cannot 
show enough per unit savings to give 
decreased operational costs. In the 
usual run of things, you can write 
the bulk storage plant off in 10 years, 
mobile units off in six. Many last 
much longer, of course, but for oper- 
ational computing it’s the minimums 
that count. And the big bulk plant 
of 5,000, 10,000, 30,000 gal and 
more is essential to take advantage 
of bulk gallonage prices. 

Hertz gives a green go-ahead sig- 
nal for conversion to LP-gas if: (1) 
you operate a_ satisfactorily large- 
scale fleet, from central storage 
facilities, (2) there are available 
private refueling stations, which 
mean no additional investment for 
you as a fleet operator, (3) the zon 
ing laws are flexible enough to allow 


large central storage. 


Cost of Hertz Conversion 


The Los Angeles Brewing Co. op- 
erates the Hertz fleet which consists 
of: 55 GMCs series 350, 450, and 
520 and five GMC series 750. 190 
h.s.—over-the-road tractors. In an 
average week, the tractors burn 2,000 
gal of LP-gas; the route trucks use 
1,800 gal. A central, vertical, above 
ground storage tank holds a week’s 
supply of 5,000 gal. 

The route trucks average some 11.- 
000 miles yearly; the tractors, about 
35,000-50,000. Some route’ trucks 
travel only 40 miles a week. 

Twelve years of LP-gas operation 
has shown Hertz that the fleet owner 
cant expect any better mileage per 
gallon from LP-gas, despite lower 
fuel per gal prices. The reasons: 
cost of installation per unit, plus 
storage facility costs amortized as 
operational costs. The big saving is 
in maintenance. At least 30 per cent 
as experienced by Los Angeles Brew-

The loss 
ran, at one time, 400-500 gal a week 
Finally, it was discovered that a 
underground valve was faulty. 

Now, mainly because of a new city 
ordinance requiring LP-gas bulk 
storage above ground, Eastside has 
installed its vertical, above-ground 
tank. Inspection of the above- 
ground facility is less costly and 
easier than with the underground 
unit. 

Bulk storage inspection is a job 
for the LP-gas expert. So Hertz em- 
ploys an engineering firm to send a 
man around about every 30 days to 
check things over, especially the 
valves. The charge for this monthly 
inspection “is very modest.” 

Don’t all these factors make the 
use of LP-gas too complicated ?
